I have 2 good Australian receivers from WW2 - one is the AR7 which is an HRO 
clone, made by Kingsley Radio for the Royal Australian Air Force and the 
other one is an A.679-J, manufactured by Standard Telephones and Cables 
Pty. Ltd. (STC) in Sydney. A version of this receiver was supplied to the US 
Forces in the Pacific as a substitute for the BC-312, under the nomenclature 
SC-CD-312-44. 

Unfortunately, I have nothing (yet) from Amalgamated Wireless... 

As to Israeli made radios: at one time I had an Israeli-made substitute for 
the then commonly used - inherited from the British - Wireless Set 19 HF 
transceiver, probably built in the late 40's.. 

There were no "boatanchor" receivers made there. 

Serious communications receivers were designed and manufactured in Israel by 
Tadiran, in the 80's. These were very sophisticated, solid-state, computer 
controllable, synthesized communications and intercept receivers. There were 
models covering HF, VHF and UHF. 

For another seldom seen receiver in these parts I can mention my BX925 
HF/VLF receiver, manufactured by Philips in the Netherlands. They were 
produced in the '50's as shipboard main receivers. I even saw a picture of 
one used in a Canadian Coast Guard shore station. Very decent communications 
receiver, with an interesting motorized fast tuning feature. The dial has 
only a slow reduction drive for fine tuning. The motor saves wear and tear 
on the wrist when band surfing...

There is CW activity above the beacon band on 6 meters. I have made a bunch of 
contacts from about 50.08 up through 50.105. There is AM on 50.4. 2 meters 
has CW generally from 144.05 through 144.25 depending on how good the aurora or 
tropo openings are...There used to be some AM activity on 2 at 144.4, but there 
is some sort of useless digital operation on 144.390 which causes interference 
to us traditional folks.
